Federa l a uthorities decla red they ha d informa tion to indica te 
tha t “ reds” ha d been a ctive l» oth a t Ga ry , where the Michiga n 
Centra l's “ mlilion dolla r ex press” wa s wrecked, a nd a t Roodhouse, 
where the Chica go & Alton wa s tied up by a wa lkout of tra inmen. 
W. G. I^ee, president of the tra inmen, ha s threa tened to re­ 
voke the cha rter of his men a t Roodhouse unless they return to 
work immedia tely . 
Four men were held toda y in connection with the Ga ry wreck, 
a ccording to police. 
Cha rles Husolis confessed tha t he with three compa nions 
pulled the spikes tha t sent the million dolla r ex press into the ditch, 
a ccording to Chief of Detectives Mike Hughes. 
The qua rtet were a rrested here a nd la ter ta ken to Ga ry where 
they were held pending further investiga tion. 
All four were members of the shopcra fts union, police sa id. 
Pla ns to bomb shops a nd sleeping qua rters of non-union men 
a nd the wrecking of a New York Centra l tra in, were revea led by 
Husolis, Hughes sa id. The men a bsolved the union from a ll bla me. 
The reign of terror, they sa id, wa s fostered by a sma ll ba nd of 
ra dica ls who were a ctive in sprea ding doctrines of Soviet Russia 
a mong the workers.

Authorities Declare They Have Information that “ Reds” 


Were Active at Gary, Where “ Million Dollar Express” 


Was Wrecked, and at Roodhouse

Chicago, Aug. 28.— The first step for a general increase 
of wages of all railroad employes was taken here before the 
U. S. labor board today. 
Four hundred thousand maintenance of way men asked 
that their minimum wage be fixed at 48 cents an hour. 
The 
present minimum is 23 cents per hour. 
If the labor board grants an increase to the maintenance men, 
other rail unions will immediately ask for a rehearing of their 
wage scales. 
In the meantime federal authorities were trying to link re­ 
cent outbreaks—attempts to wreck trains, bombings and similar 
acts of violence— with the activities of radicals working among 
the striking shopmen. 
Federal authorities declared they had information to indicate 
that “ reds” had been active both at Gary, where the Michigan 
Central’s “ million dollar express” was wrecked, and at Roodhouse 
where the Chicago & Alton was tied up by a walkout of trainmen 
W. (I. Lee, president of the trainmen, has threatened to re­ 
voke the charter of his men at Roodhouse unless they return to 
work immediately. 
Four men were held today in connection with the Gary wreck 
according to police. 
Charles Husolis confessed that he with three companions 
pulled the spikes that sent the million dollar express into the ditch, 
according to Chief of Detectives Mike Hughes. 
The quartet were arrested here and later taken to Gary where 
they were held pending further investigation. 
All four were members of the shopcrafts union, police said. 
Plans to bomb shops and sleeping quarters of non-union men 
and the wrecking of a New York Central train, were revealed by 
Husolis, Hughes said. The men absolved the union from all blame. 
The reign of terror, they said, was fostered by a small band of 
radicals who were active in spreading doctrines of Soviet Russia 
among the workers.

Adhering to no 
p articular form, the music seemed an 
out-p ouring of the musician's p ower­ 
ful p ersonality , and left his bearers 
sp ell-bound.

p erhap s not so familiar ns "legend** * 
but a delightful addition to t-he p ro­ 
gramme. 
Tn "Obertasaj8 tho artist 
had every chance to disp lay his mas­ 
tery of vjolin technic, the rich tones 
and clever bowing revealing his un- 
dertsanding of the higher school of 
violin p lay ing.

Mr. Esbjorn was accomp anied by 
Mias Gunhild Nelson, a y oung bui 
talented musician of Bralnerd. who 
has done much accomp any ing for hot 
brother, Maurice Nelson, a p up il of 
Mr. E sbjorn’s. 
In addition to his numerous con­ 
cert tours Bruno Esbjorn has been 
soloifit with noted Europ ean orches­ 
tras, conductor of the Ostersund sy m­ 
p hony orchestra, 
founder 
of 
th° 
Chamber Music Society of the same 
p lace and has ap p eared 
in 
concert 
w ith many noled singers, including 
Madame Marie Sundelius. of the Met­ 
rop olitan Grand Op era comp any , New 
York. 
He is now artist instructor of 
the Master School of the famous Bush 
Concervatory of Music Chicago. 
The violin used by Mr. Esbjorn is 
a "Gagliano", 1783. and is worth $3,- 
000. 
However, its intrinsic value to 
the owner is many times the value in 
mere dollars, and it is t e n d e r l y w ra p ­ 
p ed in fine silk and no hands but his 
p lace it in its velvet bed.

FAMOUS HEAD OF FAMOUS HOUSE FIFTY YEARS IN SERVICE 


WHAT H. G. Weil* did for the genera l render b y offering for 
hi* perusal The Outline of Iliatory, J. Arthur Thomson, of ihe 
Univ ersity of Ab erdeen, has done b y editing The Outline 
if 
Science. These b ooks mark a rev olution in the method of present­ 
ing historical and scientific facts. 
It has b een said that The Out­ 
line of History has done more for the popularizing 
of history than 
all the teaching in colleges dr.ring many years. 
The manner of 
approach is totally different from that of ihe schools, where his­ 
tory is associated in the student mind with other catalogues >f 
facts which are learned to b e forgotten. 
Such is not the impres­ 
sion of the reader who sits down to follow the pages of The Out­ 
line of History, and b ecomes so entranced as the story of human 
mov ements unfolds that he finds it hard to close the b ook. 
In this 
one large v olume all the important stages in man’s ev er adv ancing 
life are b rought into v iew, 
it is a word picture painted b y a mas­ 
ter of English who knows the colors of words and makes them 
b lend with incomparab le ab ility. 
The reader follows the race 
from its b eginning up through time until the catacUuun of 1014 
to 1018 threatens the b reakdown of the things that had 
been b uilt 
up b y a dev eloping civ ilization. And, after following the v arying 
fortunes of the nations at war, the writer sketches in a masterly 
way what is to l>e expected in the future when the aftermath of 
the war disappc ired and with a renewed v ision of the world’s 
possib ilities men hav e assayed the task of b ringing in that new 
order which the writer sometimes sees nearer than at other times 
it seems to b e when the ob stacles in the way of its realization are 
weighed. 
In writing of the influences which will b e responsib le for the 
incoming of that new world order, the historian mentions among 
others: a univ ersal religion which will gather up the l>est in pres­ 
ent religions and adv ance b eyond them; a new emphasis on the 
history of the race, which will deal with the trend of peoples 
rather than with the story of its Caesars and Napoleons; educa­ 
tion that will la* sought increasingly b y Isith the young and those 
who hav e left youth b ehind; and a more complete knowledge ofl 
the discov eries of science, leading to an application of the princi­ 
ples ol science resulting in the extension of the means of utilizing 
nature's stores for human adv antage, until much of the drudgerv 
of life shall hav e b een eliminated. 
And as The Outline of History has led to a serious attempt 
to gain a v ital knowledge of history on the part of the v ast army 
of general readers, and io mov e out into other field* of Uieugtii; 
so The Outline of Science, which is so accurate that the export 
cannot cav il at it, and so simple that th# general reader, who has 
no time for special study, can understand it, is increasing the in- 
tcrest of people in the natural world. 
Professor Thomson’s b oos 
has b een giv en to the world at a time when it is needed. 
Many 
attacks are b eing made on the scientific method, and ,he results 
arriv ed ¿it after patient study b y qualified scientists, r>y laymen 
who are without those necessary qualifications which ire required 
of the student; and these attacks, expressed in the language of 
the unlettered, are hardly answered b y the technical nooks whose 
language causes the general reader to b rush them aside. 
But in 
language that the general reader understands, Professor Thom­ 
son tells the story of science, and gradtmlly there is unfolded, io 
the .reader's delight, the picture of men seeking b y faithful study 
and patient inv estigation a discov ery of those laws which under­ 
lie the physical univ erse. 
At least one set of these b ooks should 
b e in ev ery pub lic lib rary so that the general reader may b e aole 
to get authoritativ e information on these sub jects in language 
which he can understand, thiit he mav himself decide, not off-hand 
and without study of the sub ject, b ut after inv estigation, what is 
historically and scientifically correct without b eing compelled to 
take the opinion of someone else as his own. Without a knowledge 
of the world in which men liv e and the i>eoples who inhab it » hat 
world, man cannot b e expected to make the world serv e him b y 
working according to its laws, or to enter into such relationships 
with otner peoples as will b est serv e the common interests of 
b oth. 
Only b y a growth of understanding of the physical order 
and the human order of which man is a part can the race adv ance 
into something b etter than its present condition of warfare, un 
lest, inequality, prejudice and misunderstanding.

P erh a p s it is unfortunate thut the b ill of which Senator Kel 
log# i* the author, and which has as its purpose the strengthening 
ol tne hands of the federal gov ernment m protecting the interests 
ol aliens withm our b orders, should b e called up at this lime. 
But 
the v acillating tactics of congress are b rought to an end, and 
definite policy introduced, only when an emergency, b y stirring 
the conscience ol the nation, is responsib le for a demand b y the 
people that congress take some deunite action. 
This is true at 
this time when the massacre at Herrin, Illinois, in whicn two 
Mexicans were slain (at a time when the department of state was 
seeking to prev ent disorders in Mexico resulting in the death of 
American citizens at the other side of the b order), whatev er the 
unseen causes leading to the tragedy may hav e b een, has aroused 
the conscience of those citizens who were not inv olv ed in ihe dis 
pute. 
But the emergency is such that the resurrection of \his b il 
which has b een pigeon-holed for some time leads lab or to take the 
stand that its purpose is the empowering of the federal gov ern 
ment to send federal troops into any state, with or without ihe 
consent of the states inv olv ed, for the purpose of protecting strike 
b reakers. 
If there is anything in the b ill which suggests that 
tne federal gov ernment ally itself with employers in times of in 
Uustrial disputes tor the purpose of aiding employers agains 
strikers, it ought to b e eliminated. The indignation of the people 
ov er the occurrence at Herrin, Illinois, must not b e used for ihe 
purpose of pushing ov er legislation which is directed against lab or 
when lab or is compelled b y conditions to use the weapon of ihe 
strike; and b ecause strikes are deplorab le it is the first duty ol 
gov ernment to find a b etter way of settling such disputes, Unci 
failure to find a b etter way is not an excuse for tinkering ineilec 
tiv ely with a problem which is beyond the intelligence of our 
leaders.

FACT* .VABE INTERESTING 


W h a t IT. G. Wells did for tho general render by offering for 
his perusal The Outline of History, J. A rthur Thomson, of ih< 
University of Aberdeen, has done by editing The Outline of 
Science. These books mark a revolution in the method of present­ 
ing historical and scientific facts. 
It has been said that The Out­ 
line of History has done more for the popularizing of history than 
all the teaching in colleges during many years. 
The manner of 
approach is totally different from that of the schools, where his­ 
tory is associated in the student mind with other catalogues if 
facts which are learned to be forgotten. 
Such is not the impres­ 
sion of the reader who sits down to follow the pages of The Out­ 
line of History, and becomes so entranced as the story of human 
movements unfolds that he finds it hard to close the book. 
In this 
one large volume all the important stages in man’s ever advancing 
life are brought into view, 
it is a word picture painted by a mas­ 
ter of English who knows the colors of words and makes them 
blend with incomparable ability. 
The reader follows the race 
from its beginning nj) through time until the cataclasm of 1014 
to 1918 threatens the breakdown of (he things that had been built 
up by a developing civilization. And, after following the varying 
fortunes of the nations at war, the w riter sketches in a masterly 
way what is to lie expected in the future when the afterm ath of 
the w ar disappeared and with a renewed vision of the world’s 
possibilities men have assayed the task of bringing in that new 
order which the w riter sometimes sees nearer than at other times 
it seems to be when the obstacles in the way of its realization are 
weigiied. 
In writing of the influences which will be responsible for the 
incoming of that new' world order, the historian mentions among 
others: a universal religion wrhich will gather up the best in pres­ 
ent religions and advance beyond them ; a new emphasis on the 
history of the race, which will deal with the trend of peoples 
rather than with the story of its Caesars and Napoleons; educa­ 
tion that will be sought increasingly by both the young and those 
who have left youth behind; and a more complete knowledge of 
the discoveries of science, leading to an application of the princi­ 
ples of science resulting in the extension of the means of utilizing 
nature’s stores for human advantage, until much of the drudgery 
of life shall have been eliminated. 
And as The Outline of History has led to a serious at tempt 
to gain a vital knowledge of history on the part of the vast army 
of general readers, and to move out into other fields of thougnt; 
so The Outline of Science, which is so accurate that the expert 
cannot cavil at it, and so simple that the general reader, who has 
no time for special study, can understand it, is increasing the in­ 
terest of people in the natural world. 
Professor Thomson’s boon 
has been given to the world at a time wdien it is needed. 
Many 
attacks are being made on the scientific method, and the results 
arrived at after patient study by qualified scientists, ny laymen 
who are without those necessary qualifications which .ire required 
of the student; and these attacks, expressed in the language of 
the unlettered, are hardly answered by the technical hooks whose 
language causes the general reader to brush them aside. 
But in 
language that the general reader understands, Professor Thom­ 
son tells the story of science, and gradually there is unfolded, lo 
th e ,reader’s delight, tile picture of men seeking by faithful study 
and patient investigation a discovery of those laws which under­ 
lie the physical universe. 
At least one set of these books should 
be in every public library so that the general reader may be able 
to get authoritative information on these subjects in language 
which he can understand, that he may himself decide, not off-hand 
and without study of the subject, but after investigation, what is 
historically and scientifically correct without being compelled to 
take the opinion of someone else as his own. Without a knowledge 
of the world in which men live and the peoples who inhabit that 
world, man cannot be expected to make the world serve him by 
working according to its laws, or to enter into such relationships 
with other peoples as will best serve the common interests of 
both. 
Only by a growth of understanding of the physical order 
and the human order of which man is a part can the race advance 
into something better than its present condition of warfare, un­ 
rest, inequality, prejudice and misunderstanding.

I KOTKl'TI NG ALIENS 


P e r h a p s it is unfortunate that the bill of which Senator Kel­ 
logg is the author, and which has as its purpose the strengthening 
oi me hands of the federal government in protecting the interests 
of aliens within our borders, should be called up at this time. But 
the vacillating tactics of congress are brought to an end, and a 
definite policy introduced, only when an emergency, by stirring 
the conscience of the nation, is responsible for a demand by the 
people that congress take some dennite action. 
This is true at 
this time when the massacre at H errin, Illinois, in which two 
Mexicans were slain (at a time when the departm ent of state was 
seeking to prevent disorders in Mexico resulting iii the death of 
American citizens at the other side of the border), whatever the 
unseen causes leading to che tragedy may have been, has aroused 
the conscience of those citizens who were not involved in che dis­ 
pute. 
But the emergency is such that the resurrection of this bill 
which has been pigeon-holed for some time leads labor to take the 
stand that its purpose is the empowering of the federal govern­ 
ment to send federal troops into any state, with or without che 
consent of the states involved, for the purpose of protecting strike 
breakers. 
If there is anything in the bill which suggests that 
the federal government ally itself with employers in times of in­ 
dustrial disputes for the purpose of aiding employers against 
strikers, it ought to be eliminated. The indignation of the people 
over the occurrence at Herrin, Illinois, must not be used for the 
purpose of pushing over legislation which is directed against labor 
when labor is compelled by conditions to use the weapon of che 
strike; and because strikes are deplorable it is the first duty ot 
government to find a better way of settling such disputes, and 
failure to find a better way is not an excuse for tinkering ineffec­ 
tively with a problem which is beyond the intelligence of our 
leaders.
